Next she sang at 
Florence, and in 1872 appeared for the first time 
at the Royal Italian Opera, where, from the 
time of her début until now, her high place has 
been kept in public esteem. Since then she has 


| been heard at Paris, at St. Petersburg, and, in 


the course of an American tour, sang once more 
at a festival in Albany Cathedral. She was 
deeply moved by the reception given her in the 
place where the gifts had been first appreciated. 
This was in 1875. In 1878 Madame Albani 
married Mr. Ernest Gye, son of Mr. Frederick 
Gye, who had for so many years been the lessee 
of Covent-Garden. Not only in opera but in 
oratorio Madame Albani bas been wonderfully 
successful. She has a power of sustaining the 
voice perhaps not equalled by any other singer, 
and this helps greatly to make her rendering of 
oratorio music so fine. ‘This faculty is also

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GARDENING FOR NOVEMBER. 
BY OUR OWN P.I.P. GARDENER. 


OCTOBER has been, on the whole, a really glorious 
month, and it is a somewhat remarkable fact that 
after a cold wet summer, such as that of 1890, we 
invariably get a fine bright and dry autumn. But it 
is over now, and with it the exquisitely lovely

formed by the changing hues of the foliage ere it 
falls—Nature’s grand transformation scene, even 
more gorgeous and. wonderful than that of spring. 
Not to mention the American oaks, maples, the 
liquidambar, tupelo (Nyssa multiflora, or sour-gum), 
and other exotic trees, all of which are well worth a 
place in the pleasure-ground or park, on account of 
the richness of their autumn colouring, many of our 


Native Trees 


assume most charming and varied hues at this season, 
and render a well-wooded district an exquisite study 
of soft yet rich colour-blending. ‘The foliage of the 
chestnut becomes of a rich golden hue just before it 
falls, and so, in many cases, does the elm; the oak 
displays countless hues of russet and brown, often 
shading into rich orange; the beech makes a brave 
show in bronzy orange and copper colour, and the 


wild cherry assumes all hues from bright gold to rich | 


scarlet. But the gayest of all, I think, in its autumn 
dress, is the common

(cornus). 
of a small tree, forming a neat pyramid, and before 
they fall the leaves take on a hue varying from rich 
gold to deep orange. These and many others form 
a beautiful picture in October, especially when shown 
up by a background of dark firs. Now is the 


Time to Plant 


the above, as well as all other kinds of hardy orna- 
mental trees and shrubs, whether evergreen or 
deciduous, and the sooner they are in the ground 
now the better. A great mistake is often made 
when planting shrubberies, &c., in placing the plants 
too closely: as soon as they begin to grow, they get 
crowded, and lose their lower branches. The way to 
see such things in their true character and beauty is 
to give each plant sufficient space to develop itself 
fully and properly. Yes, the 


Leaves are Falling Fast 
now, and make a sad litter in a well-kept garden. 
But it is waste of time to be always sweeping them 
up, and much wiser to wait until the trees are bare, 
and then have a grand clear up. But especially 


where there is a greenhouse or two, and much potting | 
has to be done, do not burn them, but put them in a | 
heap to decay in some out-of-the-way corner, for ‘‘leaf | 


mould,” when a year or two old, is one of the best 
of manures for pot plants, and indeed always useful 
in a garden. 

Roses, 


also, must be planted now; even the exquisitely 
beautiful and fragrant tea-scented kinds are much 
hardier than they used to be considered, and in all 
but cold or exposed places are better planted now 
than inthe spring. Every garden ought to contain 
such fine roses of this class as the old Gloire de Dijon, 
Homère, Madame Berard, Catherine Mermet, 
Madame H. Jamain, Innocente Pirola, «c.; and 
many of the hybrid teas and noisettes are equaily 
beautiful.

Briers for budding next summer should be planted 
this month, and cuttings of the sume, as well as those 
of named varieties, be put in on a sheltered border. 


Finish Planting Hyacinths, 
tulips, crocuses, snowdrops, and other bulbs as soon 
as possible, for the frost has now quite spoiled the 
appearance of the summer bedding plants, even if 
they are not killed outright, and there is nothing to 
prevent the beds being cleared and replanted imme- 
diately. But there is no occasion whatever for the

that are too often seen during the winter. Even if 
there are bulbs below, the surface may be planted 
with violas, pansies, violets, alyssum, arabis, daisies, 


| silenes, and many another charming plant of low 


growth that remains green the winter long, and 
blooms in the early spring—keeping between the 
bulbs, of course, as far as possible—while in the 
centre, as well as here and there over the surface, 
neat little plants of euonymus, aucubas, rhododen- 
drons, &c., may be planted or plunged in pots, and

| are in all their glory. Without doubt far more 
chrysanthemums are being grown this year than ever 
before, and the flowers increase in size and beauty 
quite as rapidly as in popularity. Keep the 
plants cool and airy, but safe from frost; heat is 
injurious to both plants and flowers, and a close 
atmosphere even worse. Begin to take cuttings as 
soon as they can be obtained, choosing the stout 
growths that rise from the soil, not those springing 
from the stem. Outside 


Window-Boxes 

should now be rearranged, removing all tender plants, 
and furnishing chiefiy with neat plants of dwarf 
chrysanthemums, and small evergreen shrubs of 
various kinds, The green-leaved aucubas produce 
berries freely in a small state, and are exceeding 
pretty for this purpose. lor the inside window- 
garden the 


Chinese Primula 


is about the best winter-flowering plant we have. 
Strong plants will be coming into bloom now, and 
must be kept regularly moist at the roots, and a 
little weak manure-water be given once a week. 

Protect Christmas roses in the open ground with 
hand-lights, or pot them and remove to a cool green- 
| house. Strong clumps of the Neapolitan and Marie 
Louise violets should be planted closely in a sunny 
frame, where, with a little care, they will blossom 
| during the whole winter. 


Fruit Garden. 


Push on the planting of fruit-trees of all descrip- 
| tions as rapidly as possible, for the sooner this work 
is finished now the better. ‘Trees that are making 
too much growth should be 


Root-Pruned, 


that is, should have their roots uncovered, and the 
tap-root, if there is one, or failing this two or three 
of the largest of the horizontal ones, cut right 
through : this will generally restore them to a fruit- 
ful condition. The sooner this also is done the more 
effectual will the operation prove. 


Young Trees 


of the apple, pear, and plum, that have been planted 
two or three years, may frequently be induced to 
produce a crop next year by simply lifting them 
| slightly and replanting with the roots a little nearer 
the surface. Late 


Apples and Pears 


that have not yet been gathered must be taken from 
the trees at once, or they will fall and be spoiled. 
Store them carefully in a cool and airy room or shed, 
where the apples will ripen naturally at the right time, 
but most of the best pears will require to be removed 
to a warmer place for a week or so in order to develop 
their flavour properly. Late pears of the best quality 
are always in great demand, but the blossom so 
frequently gets cut off by frost that they form a 
decidedly uncertain crop in our climate. The way 
to insure plenty of fruit of the finest quality is to 
grow the trees under the shelter of a glass roof—in 
an orchard-house, in fact. The only reully good crops 
I have seen this year were grown thus, and in appear- 
ance and flavour such fruit are always superior to 
that from the open air. No artificial heat is necessary, 
a glass roof and low walls of brick or wood being 
quite sufficient. The trees are planted in a well- 
drained border, and trained up the roof on tlie single 
stem or cordon principle. 


Vegetable Garden. 


The frost has cut off all such things as scarlet- 
runners, French beans, vegetable marrows, tomatoes, 
and others of a tender nature, and no time should be 
lost in clearing away and burning all the débris. The 


Trenching 


of all vacant plots should be commenced immediately ; 
particularly where the soil is heavy there is nothing 
| so good as throwing it up roughly at once, so 
that the frost and snows of winter may act upon it 
to the full. In trenching, go as deep as you like— 
three feet is none too much—but never bring up a 
harsh, sour, or poor subsoil to the surface; nothing 
will grow in it for years. 
Root Crops, 

such as parsnips, turnips, carrots, and beet, may now 
be lifted and stored for the winter, but the two first, 
| as also salsify and scorzonera, undoubtedly keep best 
| whea left in the ground, and lifted as required for

At about a quarter to eleven she passed the rugged 
Llandulas Head, and struck the rocky beach opposite 
the Llandulas Limestone Quarry, where she stuck 
fast. Here enormous breakers enveloped her in foam 
from stem to stern. Her

hours in full view of a crowd on shore, including five 
hundred quarrymen, who had rushed from the adjoin- 
ing quarries to give a hand if: possible.

Nothing daunted, the 
same crew, excepting that Richara, life-boat captain, 
took the place of Joln Williams, made another 
attempt, and met the same fate. Many other vain 
attempts were made to put out to the wreck, and 
rockets were fired. A feeling of despair now became 
prevalent ; but about one o’clock John Jones, quarry- 
man; Wm. Williams, shopkeeper; John Roberts, 
quarryman ; and Wm. Williams, quarryman, made a 
seventh effort to reach the schooner.

Find out the 
address of your debtor, if you can, and sue him in 
the County Court. 

Mavup wishes to know in the case of a man dying

of the real or personal property. If the property in 
question were the absolute property of the husband 
it would, of course, descend, the daughter taking the 
real property (the freehold land) and the wife one 
third of the personal property, and the rest to the 
daughter. The eldest brother would, therefore, have 
no interest. 

R. S. wishes to know whether she can obtain a 
divorce from her husband, who has left her upwards 
of five years ago and lives openly with another 
woman.

POTATO DISEASE IN IRELAND. 


As will have been gathered from the illustrated 
reports of two special P.7.P. Commissioners, 
there is good cause to hope and believe that the 
diseased condition of the potatoes, consequent on 
wet autumn weather this year, is confined to 
certain north-western districts of Mayo, Donegal, 
and Galway, where it may occasion local distress. 
The Government relief measures, including 
grants of food and of seed potatoes, are accom- 
panied by the publication of a few simple agri- 
cultural instructions, which have been put in 
practice in some places by official order, to serve 
as an example. All diseased tubers, old sets, 
decayed and decaying stems are removed from the 
ground and bumtin heaps; the potatoes which are 
only partly diseased are boiled, and while hot 
are packed in barrels, or in other large vessels, 
rammed down tight and covered with earth to 
exclude the air, they will keep as food for pigs. 
The sound potatoes are to be kept dry, in small 
quantities together, carefully separated from the 
soil in which the bad potatoes have grown. Seed 
of a different variety should be chosen for the 
new planting, which should be done, ın dry land, 
early in February, or even in January, while low 
lands and bog should be laid in ridges to drain 
and become dry.
